When after exhaustive inquiry it was 
learned in January, 1964, that the Parliamen- 
tary Public Works Committee had recom- 
mended that the Altona line be extended to 
‘Harrington Square it was realised this was 
but a first step. ; 

It was understood that government ap- 
proval and the preparation of plans would be 
necessary before work could commernice. 

It was not understood that despite 
government sanction, the question of finance 
and later the method of crossing Grieve High- 
way could prevent the authorisation’ of the 
extension. 

A further extension in the direction of 
Point Cook was mooted at the inquiry but 
held in abeyance till further development. 
By this addition, now warranted it ap- 
pears by the Explosives Reserve and other 
sectional development under review, there 
will be other main roads as well as Grieve 
Highway affected. 

All that can be said with surety is that 
traffic on all of Altona’s western roads as 
well as Grieve Highway will increase in the 
future. Grieve Highway may or may not be 
dominant in this respect.. : 

Until the trend of future development 
is obvious there is every reason for postpon- 
ing any decision as to location of, grade sep- 
aration, Until that time ‘a boom crossing,
